worthy at oncc of his great .subject and of ins 
own distinguished reputation. 
Apart from its 
maniftJbt conflict with the spirit and the c ;ui- 
promiscs of the constitutijn—apari from 
iti 
sectional injusticv! and its interference 
with 
the local legislative ii;,'hts of the people of tliu 
territory to which it is applied—the ugitation 
of the Wilinot Proviso, ut this time, is plainly 


sume this new principle of national 
intercom- 
munication. 
All wars are to be deprecated,as 
well by the statesman, as by the 
philanthro- 
phist. 
T h e y are great evils : bat 
there 
are 
greater evils than these, and sabrtission to in- 
justice is among them. 
T h e nation, 
wjiich 
shonld refuse to defend its rights and its hon- 
or, when assailed, would soon have neither to 
defend ; and when driven to war, it is not by 
professions of disinterestedness and declara- 
tions of magnanimity, that its rational objects 
can be best obtained, or other nations 
taught 
a lesson of forbearance—the strongest security 
permanent peace- 
W e are at w a r with Mex- 
ico and its vigorous prosecution is the surest 
means of its sjieedy termination, and 
ample 
indeinniry the surest guaranty against the re- 
currence of such injustice as provoked it. 


T h e wihnot Proviso has been before the 
country some time. 
It has been 
repeatcdiy 
discus.sciJ ill Congress, and by the public press. 
I am strongly impressed witn the opinion,tliut 
a great ciiunge hus been going on iu the 
pub- 
lic luiiul upon this.suhjL'ct—in my own as wel! 
us others ; uiid that doubts are resolving them- 
selves into convictions, that the principal it 
involves should be kept out of the 
national 
legislature, and left to the peojile ok' the con- 
federacy in thfir respective local govcraments. 


T h e wiiole subject is a comprehensive one, 
and truthful of iiu[)ortant consecjuetices. 
It 
would be ill-timed to discuss it here. 
1 shiill 
not assume that responsible task, but 
shall 
coniiiic mysL'lf to such general views, as 
are 
uecessury to the fair exhibition of my 
opin- 
ions. 


W e may well regret the e.Kistence of slave- 
ry 111 the southern States, and wish they had 
been saved from its introduction. 
liut 
then- 
it is, aud not by the act of the present gener- 
ation ; and wc must deal with it as a 
great 
practical question, involving the most moincn- 
cous consequence. 
W e have neither the riglit 
nor the power to touch it where it e.xists; and 
if we had both, tluir exercise, by any 
niean^ 
heicLofore suggested, might lead to results, 
which no wise man would willingly 
encoun- 
ter, and which no good man could contempiatc 
without anxiety. 


T h e thcor\' of our government presupposes, 
that its various members have reserved 
to 
themselves tho regulation of ull subjects rela- 
ting to what may be termed their internal j)o- 
lice. 
T h e y are sovereign within their bouii 
(laries, fxi;e|)t in those cases,where they hu\e 
suiiendored to the general government u por- 
tion of their ri'^iits in order to 


concerns in their own w a y . 
T h e y are just as 
capable of domg so, as the people of the States • 
and they can do so, at any 
rate, as s,„„j a^ 
their political independence U recognised bv 
admission into the Union. 
During this 
tem- 
porary condition, it is hardly expiTdientto call 
into exercise a doubtful and invidious auth .ri- 
ty, which questions the intelligance of a re- 
spectable portion of our citizens, and 
whose 
limitation, whatever it may 
be, rapidly a|)- 
proaching its termination—an authority which 
wouM give to Cono-ress despotic power, un- 
controlled by the constitution, over most 
im- 
portant sections of our common country. 
For. 
if the relation of master and servant m a y be 
regulated or annihilated by its legislation, « 
m a y the relation of husband and wife, of pa- 
rent and chiM, and of anv otiier 
conditio)! 


which our institutions and the habits ot' our} by the admission of Texas 
society recognise. 
W h a t would be thotight if 
Congress should undertake to ¡»H.'scrihc the 
terms of mnrringein N e w Yi^rk, or to re::u]ate 
the authority of parents over their children iii 
Pennsylvania! 
And ^-et it would bi3 as vain 
to seek one justifying the interference of the 
national legislature iu the cases referred to in 
the original States rf the Upion. 
I speak here 
of the inherent power of C()ngre.ss. and do not 
touch the question of such contracts, as inav 
be formed with new States when admitted in'- 
to the confederafv.

I have so often and so explicitly stated my 
views of the first question, in the Senate, that 
it seems almost unnecessary

here.

I think,then, that no peace .should be ijrani- 
ed to 
i>Iexico. until a reasonable indemnity is 
obtained for the injuries which she has 
done 
us. 
T h e territorial extent of thi-s indemniry 
is, in the first instance, a subject of executive 
consideration. 
There 
the 
conslitution 
has 
placed it, and there I am willin<r to leave 
i t ; 
not only because I have full confidence in if,s 
judicious exerci.se, but because, in the 
ever- 
varying circumstances of a war. it would 
be 
indiscreet, by a jiublic declaration, to commit 
the country to any line of indemnity, 
which 
might otherwise be enlarged, as the (»bstinate 
injustice of the enemy 
prolongs the 
contest, 
with its loss of blood and treasure. 


It appears to rae that the kind of metaphys 
ical magnanimity, which would reject all in- 
demnity at the close of a bloody and 
expen- 
sive war, biought on by a direct attack 
upon 
our troops by the enemy, and preceded by a 
succession of unjust acts for a series of years, 
is as unworthy of the age in which we five,as

MEN AND MONEY. 


Is it the intention of the whigs to vote men 
and money in the Senate and House to carry 
on the war ? Both are necessary. 
As to the 
first, the ten regiment bill is still pending in 
the Senate, and, from present ajjpearances, 
many weeks may elapse before a fi,nal vote, 
and then the result in the House is doubtful. 
As to the loan, it was recommended in the 
President's message aud the annual report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Both propo- 
sed six per cent, treasury notes, (not l-ss than 
350.) fundable as a six ppr cent, stock, and 
»•oth recommended a duty on tea and coffee. 
In several successive communications during 
the mouth of January, the Treasury Depart- 
ment has urged the necessity oiprompt 
action. 
It has expressed the confident opinion that the 
money can be obtained at or al)ove par on six 
per cont. treasury notes and stock, including 
the duty on tea and cotiee. 
The whigs,how- 
ever, must certainly defeat the loan by the 
course they are now pursuing, insisting on a 
naked six per cent, stock, which cannot be ne- 
gotiated at par unless we have peace ; and, in 
that event, we should want nu loan. 
But the 
best way to insure peace is to provide ample 
resources in mer. and money for the prosecu- 
tion of tfie war; and if peace comes now,thn 
money will not be expended. 
The delay in 
acting upon the loan must very soon produce 
great embarrassment to the treasury, and, in- 
deed.nothing but the immense receipts in Jan- 
uary, 1848—exceeding, thus far, by nearly a 
miliion dollars, the receipts in January. 1846, 
or January, 1847—have maintained the pub 
lie credit. 
Delay in passing the loan hill is 
really as injurious to the credit of the govern- 
ment as voting down the loan. 
To vote the 
bill in the lorm proposed by the whigs, is e- 
quivalent to a refusal of the loan, and they 
must take before the country the heavy res- 
ponsibility—1st, of delaying, and probably of 
defeating, the ten regiment bill; 2d, of delay- 
ing the loan, and thereby impairing the public 
credit; .3d, of passing the loan bill in such n 
form that the money cannot be obtained.—. 
Their present movements seem to indicate it 
to their settled purpose to withhold su])i)lies 
both of men and money, for they will accom- 
plish both by one blow in ¡¡assini; the loan bill 
in the form now projMJsed by them. 
We shall 
observe their njovements, j)oint out the neces- 
sary result of their delays and of their votes, 
and appeal to the pi'uple to come to the res- 
cue and save the crcdit and honor of the coun- 
try.
